These and other 
questions will be highlighted 
by the next FBA guest speak- 
er, as we welcome David Hall 
to the first of what we hope 
will be many visits to our 
neighborhood. 


CRIMEWATCH

Those. of you who attended 
the Foggy Bottom Association 
meeting on the 25th of Octo- 
ber heard the police tell us 
that street crime in the Foggy 
Bottom area has gone way 
down. This is due, I know, in 
great part to the diligence of 
the local citizenry who have 
greatly supported the Neigh- 
borhood Watch in its efforts to 
keep crime down, by reporting 
crimes that are committed and 
suspicious persons in the 
neighborhood. I should also 
like to thank all those people 
who turned on their outside 


lights when we had problems 


with the street lighting and all 
those people who called and 
worked untiringly with Pepco 
to turn them back on. Your 
awareness of the problems and 
your efforts have made the 
neighborhood safer for the 


rest of us to live in. 

I would like to devote this 
column to a discussion of one 
of my serious concerns and 
one which continues despite 
the need for security precau- 
tions. It involves many of our 
local residents who apparently 
have no care for or interest in 
the safety of their fellow resi- 
dents. I speak of the residents 
of our high rise apartment 
houses, rental, condo, or 
co-op. I have heard from a 
number of resident managers 
over the past few weeks, that 
no matter how tight the secu- 
rity, how many notices they 
send out, how much they talk 
at meetings, they still have 
problems with residents ad- 
mitting persons not known to 
them into the buildings. There 
is a seemingly chronic habit of 
leaving doors open for their 


In June 1982, the District of 
Columbia Department. of 
Transportation (DOT) invited 
our ANC to select a represen- 
tative to serve on a steering 
committee studying the envi- 
ronmental impact and traffic 
operations of the Whitehurst 
Freeway. The ANC appointed 
me, while the FBA appointed 
Lucille Duprat. 

This committee meets 
monthly and is charged with 


__ assisting DOT in its evaluation 


of alternative proposals for 
modifying the freeway systems 
in the Whitehurst Freeway 
corridor. The group is made 
up of citizens representing 
those neighborhoods affected 
by the Freeway—George- 
town, West End, Foggy Bot- 
tom, Foxhall, Palisades and 
Wisconsin Ave. National Park 
Service, Georgetown Univer- 
sity, DOT and DeLeuw 
Cather (the engineering con- 
sultants to DOT). 

Our first meeting was held 
on June 23 when preliminary 
goals and objectives were dis- 
cussed, and we were provided 
the first measure of the diffi- 
cult task facing us. DOT 
stated then, and has at sub- 
sequent meetings reiterated, 
that our function would be to 
design a freeway system that 
would achieve _ community. 
support, ` be cost-effective 
while improving the existing 
systems, discourage growth in 
traffic and minimize neigh- 
borhood traffic. 


Whitehurst Freeway Reconstruction—Status

r At our next meeting we 
were presented with at least 21 
proposals or alternatives to 
the Freeway system. For our 
benefit the proposals were di- 
vided into three parts—the 
general alignment (freeway), 
the west-end connection 
(Georgetown exits) and the 
east-end connection (Foggy 
Bottom exits). Since then, we 
have gone through a process of 
elimination (for various rea- 
sons such as cost, engineering 
problems, increase in traffic, 
lack of community support, 
etc.) of a combination of 
about 16 proposals and are left 
with four proposals. The first 
three we believe will be ac- 
ceptable to the neighborhood 
and achieve the above-stated 
goals. These proposals include 
combinations of rehabilitating 
the present structure or re- 
building an elevated Freeway 
to building a parkway at 
ground tevel. 

The east-end connection, 
which affects us, has been and 
continues to be our greatest 
concern. What we do here 
marks the last opportunity to 
improve the Whitehurst Free- 
way for the next 40 to 50 years. 
Out of the original seven east- 
end connection proposals, our 
alternatives have been nar- 
rowed to four options (the 
options, which are not all mu- 
tually exclusive, all automati- 
cally include trees, sidewalks, 
flowers, étc.): 
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t) basically an “‘as is” alter- 
native, removing unused 
ramps, changing the align- 
ment of the existing 26/L Sts. 
ramp onto the Freeway and 
opening up land for added 
park space, recreational activ- 
ity or other uses supported by 
the community; or 

2) removing unused ramps 
and shortening existing ramps; 
or 

3) removing all ramps and 
bridges and introducing a 
ground level intersection at 
27th St.; or- 

4) moving the Freeway 
south and linking it to the E 
St. Expressway, favored by 
the Park Service. This option, 
however ,.would require demo- 
lition of the three houses at 
27th and I, so we oppose this 
alternative. 

We are also examining im- 
provements in traffic lights, 
greater physical separation be- 
tween vehicles and pedestri- 
ans, and safer pedestrian ac- 
cess from Foggy Bottom to 
Georgetown. : 

The various communities 
have been most supportive to 
Foggy Bottom. Their repre- 
sentatives have stated that the 
east-end connection enti 
up to the Foggy Bottom repre- 
sentatives and that they will 
accept whatever alternative we 
choose. 

In an effort to arrive finally

own purposes. Admittedly, 
this does not happen in all 
buildings but there is enough 
of a trend to devote time to 
talking about it. 

A common problem has to 
do with the back door. Several 
building managers have found 


_ their back doors propped open 


repeatedly. In two cases, a res- 
ident opened it then went to 
get her car in order to unload 
it near the back door, thus 
leaving the open door un- 
watched for several minutes. 
During that time the Grand 
Army could have entered the 
building, if it so wished. I won- 
der if the resident realized 
what jeopardy she exposed 
herself and her neighbors to. 
That particular building has 
had several robberies. It was 
only after the rear door was 


converted to a fire door, with 
no outside lock, that the rob- 
beries ceased. 


CRIME FLASH: A couple of 


weeks ago, a young, female 
Fo, - Rottom resident was 
mugged on the 2500 block of 
Eye Street while she was walk- 
ing home from work. The inci- 
dent occurred at about I a.m. 
in the morning. As she was 
walking down 25th Street, she 
noticed a car driving slowly 
down the street next to her. 
When she turned onto Eye 
Street, the car did the same, 
and suddenly two youths, one 
armed with a knife, jumped out 
of the car, grabbed her around 
the neck, and stole her pock- 
etbook. Fortunately for her, 
they ran off without doing her 
any physical harm. She had the 


presence of mind to call the po- 
lice immediately from the po- 
lice callbox on the corner of 
25th and Eye Streets. A police 
car arrived quickly, the officers 
took her description, caught 
the youths, and returned her 


purse. She has decided to pros- 


ecute the offenders, especially 
since these same boys are want- 
ed for similar crimes. 

Her experience has two les- 
sons for all of us: First, our 
streets are not safe for individu- 
als walking alone, especially 
late at night, and, second, we 
must call the police as quickly 
as possible after such incidents, 
to allow them the best possible 
chance of apprehending these 
criminals.

PUBLIC ANC MEETING 10/5/82 


Bus Ban: Dan Haslam brief- 
ly brought the Commissioners 
up to date on progress in clos- 
ing out this case. 

Commissioner Resignation: 
Ed Terry resigned his office as 


Commissioner for SMD 07, ef-— 


fective October 6. He cited a 


full-time study and work load. 


as reasons for vacating the 
ANC. A replacement will be 
sought with appropriate pub- 
licity in the GWU student 
newspaper, the Hatchet, and 
through contacts with student 
groups. The only registered 
- voters in this SMD appear to 
be students in Thurston and 
Mitchell Halls. 

Economic: The Safeway 
Headquarters confirmed to 
Commissioner Geoffrey 
Stamm that they intended to 
close their Townhouse Food 
Store at Columbia Plaza in 
mid-November. Tenants at 
„Columbia Plaza expressed. dis- 
may but at this time were not 
planning to actively oppose 
the closing. (Commissioner 
Stamm was reassured by Safe- 
way officials that they planned 
to continue their present oper- 
ations at the Watergate. How- 
ever, as noted by Commis- 
sioner Stamm, the lease at the 
Watergate-expires next year. 

Gallinger Playground: After 
extensive discussion about the 
status of Gallinger play. 


ground, a resolution was of-- 


fered by Commissioner Terry 
_ (seconded by Commissioner 
Levy) authorizing the Chair to 
continue negotiating an ac- 
ceptable use agreement with 
the Department of Recreation 
for the ANC to adopt and 
coordinate/control. use of 
Gallinger playground. 


St. Mary’s Court 


Housing: The Rental Ac- 
commodations Office will re- 
hear the case involving tenants 
at 925—25th Street and the 
apartment’s owner on Novem- 
ber 1. Tenants are alleging a 
number of apartment units 
were illegally converted to ho- 
tel use. 

Joint Committee on Land- 
marks: Commissioner Levy 
introduced a resolution (J-5), 
which passed, urging Mayor 
Barry to fill the current vacant 
seats on the Joint Committee 
of Landmarks as soon as possi- 
ble. Commissioner Levy 
stated that failure to reach 
quorums was causing a back- 
log of work and interfering 
with the expeditious hearing 
of applications. - 

Public Comments: A citizen 
expressed outrage at the pro- 
posed medical clinic at 2106 F 
Street and asked what the 
ANC was doing about this 
neighborhood intrusion. Com- 
missioner Levy expressed a 
similar concern but stated that 
relief from this problem lay 
with Zoning Commission and 
other City organizers’ possible 
actions on an extensive series 
of existing ANC2a_ com- 
plaints. He also noted similar 
intrusions were occurring on 
New Hampshire Avenue and 
at 2100 F and that an attempt 
was currently underway to 
prevent that clinic. 

Transportation: Commis- 
sioner Molinelli complained 
that Saturday payment for use 
of parking meters was inap- 
propriate in residential por- 
tions of our neighborhood. 
The ANC passed a resolution 
requesting Tom Downs, Di- 
rector of DOT, to look into a 


possible change. 

Whitehurst Freeway: Jenny 
Brake, ANC representative to 
this study, reiterated in her re- 
port that the neighborhood is 
still opposed to the reconnec- 
tion of the 900 and 1000 blocks 
of 25th and 26th Streets as well 
as ramping access to 26th and 
L Streets. The next meeting is 
October 20, 7:30 p.m. at 
Council of Government Of- 
fices at, 1875 I Street, N.W. 

Zoning: BZA 13852: 
George Washington Univer- 
sity is renewing its parking 
space on Square 103 (F Street, 
21st Street, G Street, 20th 
Street) before the BZA. The 
ANC took no position on this 
case, as Ken Brooks of GWU 
confirmed that there was to be 
no discussion of the contro- 


versial support building pro- 


posed for that site. Chairman 
Levy will inform the BZA that 
we have taken no position on 
the parking lot use proposed 
in the application. 

2.C.82-5: Office of Planning 
and Development has submit- 
ted to the Zoning Commission 
revisions in the rules and regu- 
lations concerning parking 
and loading requirements for 
all residential and commercial 
developments 
Commissioner Levy intro- 
duced a series of written com- 
ments which the ANC adop- 
ted subject to further review at 
the October 12th Special 
Meeting and by phone ap- 
proval by the Commissioners. 
The thrust of these proposals 


is to increase the parking re- 


quirements for all new struc- 
tures or changes in use which 
is deemed beneficial for this 
neighborhood.

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A BOTTOM BY ANY OTHER NAME WOULD SMELL... 


You’re always the last to 
know. There is discontent in 
Foggy Bottom. And it is pre- 
cisely because it is the only 
geographically depressed 
neighborhood (literally) of 
DC. Investigative reporters of 
this newspaper have discov- 
ered a movement afoot to 
change Foggy Bottomites by 
changing their name. A burble 
from the bottom tells us that 
this prosaic name, this living 
ethnic epigram in a name is 
being threatened by the vicis- 
situdes of fashion. 

It began, apparently, with 
the real estate invasion. New- 
comers to the area smirked 
when agents tried to sell them 
a piece of Foggy Bottom. You 
must admit, the commercial 
appeal of a foggy bottom kept 
the value of the property 
down. A suggestion was sub- 
mitted. under the door to 
Hinkley Pottery calling for a 
name, in memorium, to a real 
estate  tycoon—Fitzgerald’s 
Fen. 

Because this was not taken 
seriously, an intensive discus- 
sion among the fashionable 
folks who frequent the In- 
trigue’s version. of Happy 
Hour, where “Attitude Ad- 
justment Hour” began at 4:30 
thinking “Cloudy Moor” 
would be appropriate. By the 


` time they'd sloshed their last 


drinks, they went home think- 


ing they lived in “Bleary 
Bog.” 
As the  name-changers 


picked up momentum, the 
more chic and Francophile 


among them proposed “Fond 


by Karen Jaehne Latham 
brumeux.” The Georgetown 
set retaliated by immediately 
dubbing us “Fond embruné,” 
and a major linguistic dispute 
broke out in the French Acad- 
emy over permitting the New 
World to expropriate theirlan- 
guage. It did show panache... 

But then the local Commu- 
nist Workers Party retaliated, 
demanding that their heritage, 
visible only in what lies behind 
the renovations here, be given 
its due. All three members 
demonstrated an  unprece- 
dented. poetic sensibility with 
“Sweaty Inferno.” 

It was well known that, in 
the Watergate, the name had 
long ago undergone a sea- 
change. Watergaters peered 
across Virginia Avenue, en- 
joying the landscape of “Ob- 
scure Valley,” or when racing 
through in their limousines, 
referred to “Opaque Trough.”

Some GS-16 with a graduate 
degree in English from a mail- 
order university sent up a 
memo requesting. a name 
change to “Nebulous Mead- 
ow.” Well, word has it that the 
word-mongers in the Haig- 
quarters seized upon this as a 
pivotal issue and proposed 


LEGAL EASE

Q. I am considering invest- 
ing in either a condominium or 
a cooperative apartment in the 
Foggy Bottom area. My plans 
call for renting this unit out, 
and I’d like to know whether I 
should look at co-ops or con- 
dos. Any suggestions? 

A. There is no doubt in my 
mind that for investment pur- 
poses in the District of Colum- 
bia, the only route for an indi- 
vidual looking for a single unit 
purchase is the condominium 
route. First of all, as you end 
up owning the apartment itself 


rather than shares in a corpo-- 


ration which entitle you to oc- 
cupy a certain space, generally 
the unit is more freely trans- 
ferable to another should you 
wish to sell. 

More importantly, in a re- 
cent ruling by the Rental 
Housing Commission on the 
status of cooperatives in D.C. 
issued on September 21, 1982, 
the RHC (which is vested with 
rent control authority in this 
city) found that a single coop- 
erative unit offered for rent is 
subject to rent control. This 
ruling will open up a whole 
panoply of problems for exist- 
ing c-oop owners and may re- 
sult in swift action by the City 
Council. But until the issue is 
resolved, if you own or buy a 


co-op in D.C. and rent it out, 
you'll be subject to rent con- 
trol provisions—the same sin- 
gle condo investment, how- 
ever, is exempt. 

Q. Recently I signed a lease 
with a property management 
company for a luxury rental in 
Foggy Bottom. I paid a 
month’s security plus the first 
month’s rent (both later re- 
turned) and was given the keys 
to the apartment. I lived there 
a week and was horrified to 
come back one day and find all 
of my possessions in the hall. I 
was never given notice of this 
eviction, nor could I get back 
in as the lock had been 
changed! Isn’t this illegal? 

A. Most definitely. Once 
the status of landlord and ten- 
ant is established—even if very 
informally, for example where 
a landlord gives permission for 
use of a unit—the only legal 
way to evict a tenant is 
through the landlord-tenant 
branch of the D.C. Superior 
Court. This process is quite 
swift for landlords, and they 
can be assured of continued 
rents during the process by a 
protective order, i.e. the ten- 
ant pays the rent into court, 
and upon resolution of the dis- 
pute, the monies are paid over 
to the victor. 


“Qualmirized Haze.” Anti- 
Haig forces were quick to 
point out that the nominal and 
adjectival importance had 
been reversed, and at last 
count the memos on the sub- 
ject numbered 732 and ‘‘Mud- 
dled Mire” was in question.

The need for a name change 
is obvious, and GW University 
did its best. Predictably, the 
combined efforts of their En- 
glish Department and admin- 
istration came up with “Ul- 
iginous Depth.” One of the 
better-educated Grate People 
heard of this and grabbed his 
Roget’s. Waving it in the air, 
he insisted on “Slob Land.” 
(Its there. Check it.) GW 
Hospital is still tinkering with 
names, and so far, they’ve 
only had time for “Loboto- 
my,” which apparently came 
from their char force and was 
originally spelled “La Bot-

The Constitution of New Columbia 


As you know, throughout 
the Convention I was a con- 
stant advocate for a simple 
constitution. I won some of 
those battles and lost some. 

Now that the Constitution 
has been ratified by the voters, 
the District will apply to Con- 
'gress for admission as a state. 
A majority of both houses and 
the president must agree to 
gain admission. If the voters 
do not ratify it, the Con- 
vention will reasemble in Jan- 
uary and, for the last time, re- 
write the document and re- 
submit it to the voters. 

Due to space limitation, I 
will cover the three branches 
of government and Finance 
and Taxation. 


Article IT: 
The Legislative Branch 


The power of citizens is en- 
hanced by establishing a one- 
house legislature called the 

_ House of Delegates. Two 
houses are notorious for mak- 
ing accountability extremely 
difficult. You will know what 
your delegate is doing because 
votes on final action will be 
made public and all sessions 
are open. You will know your 
representative better since ev- 
ery one of the 40 delegates will 
represent only about 16,000 
people instead of 80,000 now 
for each ward councilor. 
Delegates are elected for 
four-year terms so they can 
concentrate on their jobs and 
constituents rather than on

Article III Executive Branch 


The governor and lieuten- 
ant governor are the only elec- 
ted members of the executive 
branch. Each can serve two 
consecutive four-year terms. 
The governor makes all execu- 
tive branch and initial judicial 
appointments with the consent 


of the House. The governor ’ 


has line item veto in appro- 
priation bills. The executive 
branch is limited to 20 princi- 
pal departments. This is a typ- 
ical strong governor article. 


Article IV Judicial Branch 


The present judicial struc- 
ture is carried over except an 
intermediate court is allowed. 

However, there are signifi- 
cant changes in processes: (1) 
the governor appoints judges 
to a first term, but then they 
stand unopposed for a reap- 
pointment election by the vot- 
ers.

The proposed change is 
based on the general proposi- 
tion that no branch of the gov- 
ernment should be unanswer- 
able to the people. Presently 
more than half the states elect 
their judges initially, and two- 


thirds elect judges at the end - 


of each term. So this constitu- 
tion has less in the way of elec- 
tions for judges than most 
states. 

(2) All nine Supreme Court 
judges are to sit on all cases. 
Presently, these judges sit in 
three-judge panels. The rea- 
son for the change is that 
matters of enough importance 
to come before the Supreme 
Court should be heard by all 
nine judges. 


Article VII 
_Finance and Taxation 


In financial matters the 
Constitution is a model of fis- 
cal responsibility. It requires 
the governor to prepare a bal- 
anced two-year operating bud- 
get. Long-term debt is strictly 
limited. Short-term debt must 
be paid off within at most four 
years. 

To prevent the House from 
obscuring tax measures each 
law imposing taxes must be in 
a separate bill which may not 
contain any other subject. Re- 
tail groceries and medicines 
are tax exempt to prevent 
placing burdens on necessi- 
ties.

In other cases, we have 
found that résidents entering a 
locked front door will let oth- 
ers follow behind them, with- 
out challenging them, even 
though they do not know the 
people. Guests of apartment 
dwellers often go out and al- 
low people to come in. Lately, 
there has been a new wrinkle: 
People saying that they are re- 
pairmen are coming to the 
doors asking to be let in and 
saying that they do not know 
the apartment number of the 
person they are going to see. 
Unwittingly, residents, not 
knowing. that, in most cases, 
these repairmen have to check 
with resident managers first, 
let the repairmen in. As a re- 
sult there have been several 
robberies. by this method 
alone. 

Let us try to get the number 
of internal robberies down 
too. Be conscientious when 
exiting and entering your 
buildings. Ask questions if you 
do not recognize the person at 
the door, and do not leave 
back doors open. If you find 
your neighbor doing it, com- 
plain to him or her. After all, 
you may never get another 
chance. 


What else can you do? First 


of all, remember the best secu- 
rity system in the world still 
depends on the care of the in- 
dividual resident. Thieves 
know how to work buildings 
and once they are in a build- 
ing, they can move freely 
throughout the building and 
may never be observed until 
too late. Report strangers on 


. your floor, particularly those 


who are wandering aimlessly 
about or who duck out of 
sight, to the resident manager 
or the proper person. If you 
are accosted at the front door 
and some one tries to get your 
handbag, scream if you can, 
but at the same time don’t be a 
hero if the person has a gun. 
The thief is often more jittery 
than you. But do report such 
occurrences immediately to 
the police, to the president of 
the tenants association in your 
building, and to the resident 
manager. If you have a back 
door, don’t leave it open while 
you do your errands. You are 
only inviting trouble, even in 
broad daylight, if the door is 
left unattended. And for all 
that is holy, do not prop open 
your front door so that a friend 
can come in or leave it open 
unattended. If the front door 
is unlocked, report it immedi- 
ately. If you see someone 
come in that you know does 
not live there and has been ad- 
mitted just by following a ten- 
ant inside, question the person 
and tell him or her to use the 
prescribed method used in 
your building to contact a ten- 
ant or resident.
